“ There are a 
lot of pros and 
cons surrounding the 1959 cotton 
program , and farm ers will need to 
weight all of them very carefully. 
In the final analysis, however, it 
appears that a farm er who really 
w ants to grow cotton will alm ost 
certainly take advantage of choice 
B*. He will probably do this even 
though he knows there is a chance ■ 
ehat he will take a lower price. On 
the other hand where a farm er I 
has a highly diversified operation, j 
including 
livestock, 
and 
doesn't 
particularly care whether he grows 
cotton or som ething else, he will 
probably take an acreage cut and 
hold on the higher price guaran­ 
tee.
